Columbus, O., September 19.—(Special.)— 
The free silver men won a great victory in 
the democratic state cGonvention today. 
They secured the adoption of a plank in 
the platform upon which there can be no 
joubt or equivocation, but the declaration 
‘is for the unlimited coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, and with full legal tender 
power. 

The goldbugs made a hard fight and pre- 
sented a minority report, but «were easily 
defeated. Only six of the twenty-one mem- 


bers of the committee on resolutions signed 


the minority report, the other sixteen sup- 


porting the resolution for free coinage.

Columbus, -O., September 19.—By a large 
maierity the democracy of Ohio, in state 
ention assembled today reversed the 
J n'lamentos of all previous state, as 
well as national gatherings of the party, in 
laring unequivocally in favor of the 
inage of silver.

Clark After the Hot Chestnut. 

It was the seconding speech of John H. 
Clark, of Youngstown, one of the-best ora- 
tors in the state, and an opponent of the 
rice regime, that sent the excitement up to 
the fever notch. Standing just beneath 
the platform, his silvery hair shining in 
the glare of the footlights, with out- 
stretched arm and index finger quivering, 
hurling invective after invective, while 
less than fifteen feet away, with face pale 
and expressioniess, sat the object of his 
wrath and denunciation. The scene was 
well worthy the brush and canvas of the 
painter. 

“Who has a claim on the United States 
Senate for life?” he demanded, and the 
audience shouted in response: ‘‘No one!”’ 

“No longer is it the question,” continued 
the speaker in impassioned tones, “when 
&@ senator is to be elected, whet are his 
talents, what service has he done the state? 
The issue is, how much is he worth? In 
this republic is a man’s head to be measured 
by his length of purse? Is it not time that 
this question rise above men and above 
party? Do you not know that the United 
States senate has become a rich man’s 
club; that it is the resting place of trusts 
and understanuings and combines: that in 
it the sugar trust has raised its hydrahead, 
and, in the name of a community of trusts, 
has seized the democracy by the throat 
and compelled it to stand anq deliver?’ 

And so, to the accompanament of cheers, 
hisses, cat-calls, yells and opprobrious ep- 
ithets the impassioned orator went on, pro- 
tected time and again by the chairman, 
until he had concluded of his own free 
will. : 

A Defense of Brice. 

Meanwhile Senator Brice sat immovable. 
The accuser was quivering. The accused 
might be likened to a block of marble. No 
direct reference to him had been made up 
to this time. It remained for _ his first 
spokesman, Jesse M. Lewis, of Urbana, 
to make a personal reference to the senator 
that had been assaulted, and to plead that 
the democracy of Ohio ought not to execute 
a man first and try him afterward. 

“Won't you defer judgment for a year?” 
he asked. But the. answer came in a 
mighty shout of “‘No!’’ Then General Fin- 
ley, of Bucyrus, chairman of the committee 
on resolutions, secured the floor to dramati- 
cally declare that the resolution was an in- 
direct slap in the face of the man and all 
men who in the senate of the United States 
had made tariff reform a _ possibility and 
who had stood between the people and the 
McKinley law. 

Facing Congressman Johnson he demand- 
ed: “Do you endorse all that your as- 
sociate, Mr. Clark, has said? Put yourself 
on record. Let it be yes er no; here and 
now.” 

There was no response except from the 
audience, which yelled: ‘“‘Rats!’’ and other 
choice expressions and hooted to its heart’s 
content. 

Johnson Is Foxy. 

Judge R. D. Marshal!, of Dayton, made 
a witty plea for peace and the postpone- 
ment of the controversy to a more-cgnyen- 
ient season, and then Congressman Johnson 
was permitted to close the debaie. 

“J have no ill feeling toward, or suspicion 
of, Colonel Brice,” he declared. ‘‘He is 
my friend and [ am counted in his circle 
of friends. He visits my house and I visit 
his, and I hope we will long continue to do 
so. I don't believe that he bought his seat 
in the United States senate, and I have said 
so time and again. Nor do I believe that 
the tariff bill just passed was the best bill 
for the country, but at the same time I 
believe that Colonel Brice thought so and 
that he voted for it honestly.” 


This was pouring oil on the troubled 
waters and the friends of the senator 
cheered again and again. The previous 
question was demanded, but just at thi 


juncture it was developed that the birzaetal- 
list element had a minority report with 
which to oppose the free silver plank and 
another war of words was in order. 
Goldbugs Snowed Under, 


Allen W. Thurman, son of the old Ro- 
man, denounced the opposition gold- 
bugs who lacked the courage of their con- 
victions,-and, without response, challenged 
them to defend their position. 

Lew May, of Cincinnati, heatedly declar- 
ed that if the convention placed itself on 
record in favor of the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver the party would be buried 
under an avalanche that would more tian 
equal the Neal campaign. By this time 
the convention was clamorous for a vote. 

Bimetallism was buried and free silver 
proclaimed victorious by 4638 to 319. 

On the senatorial issue a motion to simply 
declare in favor of the election of United 
States senators by a direct vote of the peo- 
ple were carried by 467 to 328—the Brice op- 
position polling sixty-five votes more than 
the one-third of the convention conceded 
to it last night. 

With the announcement of the vote, Sen- 
ator Brice, without a change of counte- 
nance, arose from the chair he had occu- 
pieq for four hours, and, looking neither 
to the right nor to the left, stalked across 
the stage and through the wings to the 
outer air.

The republican pretense that these 
results were caused by change of adminis- 
tration is so unsupported by facts that 4 
denial seems unnecessary, for it must not 
be overlooked that until within the last 
thirty days every commodity bought or 
sold, including every bushel of grain and 
every pound of wool in the market, was 
bought ang sold under the McKinley tariff, 
which was in full operation, doi its per- 
fect work, and that since its repeal business 
has revived and the marked improvement 
is a complete answer to the charge. 

“We dissent from the president’s views, 
construction and treatment of the silver 
question, and, therefore, believe that sil- 
ver shoul@ be restored to the position it 
occupied as money prior to its demonetiza- 
tion by the republicans and a consequent 
increase of interest-bearing debt of the gov- 
ernment, Under it more business failures 
occurred than ever before in the history of 
the country in the same period of time. 
White it was in operation there were more 
people out of employment, more labor 
strikes, more bread riots, less employment 
for labor and lower wages paid than was 
ever before known. Under its operation 
the produce of the farmer, especially wheat 
and wool, reached the lowest prices known 
eince the war. and to that end we favor the 
unlimited free coinage of silver at the 
legal ratio of 16 to 1, and with equal legal 
tender power. 

“The democratic party has always been 
the champion of equal rights and religious 
liberty. It has ever been hostile to political 
proscription on account of religious opinion. 
We, therefore, denounce the American Pro- 
tective Association and all organizations 
which mak- religious belief a test of polit- 
ical preferment. 

“We favor liberal 
eoidiers, sailors and marines, 
and orphans.”’ 

The other portions of the platform deal 
with state politics, some space being given 
to denouncing the McKinley administra- 
tion and the recent republican legislation 


of the state. 

Allen Will Manage the Campaign. 

Allen W. Thurman son of the “Old Ro- 
man,’ will be chairman of the new demo- 
cratic state executive committee and man- 
age the campaign. This is in recognition of 
bis leadership in securing the adoption of 
the free coinage of silver resolution, He is 
not a member of the Brice faction. He was 
chosen by the new state central committee 
tonight.

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BANKHEAD GETS ANOTHER TERM.

He Stood for the Southern View and 
Was Renominated. 
Montgomery, Ala., September 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Bankhead wins and he wins on a 
16 to 1 silver platform. The action of the 
state executive committee here today caus- 
ed T. L. Long, the only remaining contest- 
ant for the nomination, to withdraw and 
tankhead will be nominated at the sixth 
district primaries on Saturday without op- 

position, 

It will be remembered that over five hun- 
dred ballots were taken in the sixth dis- 
trict convention without making a nomina- 
tien, and by resolution the convention re- 
ferred the nomination to a district primary 
in which the white democrats of the sixth 
should participate, Long protested that all 
democrats, irrespective of color, should vote 
as his«counties were black counties and 
full of negro democrats.

Hie appealed to the state 
mittee, which met here today, and after 
listeninz to elaborate arguments on both 
sides, decided not to interfere with the ac- 
tion of the sixth district convention. Mr. 
Long thereupon withdrew from the race, 
Messrs. Foster and Chapman having pre- 
viously done so. Mr. Bankhead will re- 
ceive the nomination without opposition, 
Mr. Long is a believer in the administra- 
tion’s policy 

Arrangements were also made today for 
the continuance in active service under Col- 
onel Tompkins of the state campaign com- 
mittee as a central congressional committee 
with headquarters here. Colonel Tompkins 
made such a good job of the state cam- 
paign that he was just simply forced into 
the harness again. The congressional fight 
will cpen eariy in October.

SUGAR’ MEN WANT DAMAGES. 


From the Government for Failure to 
Inspect Their Werks. 

Washington, September 19.—The Miles 
Planting and Manufacturing Company, a 
corporation of the state of Louisiana, or- 
ganized for the purpose of planting and 
growing sugar cane and mauufacturing 
sugar, this afternoon filed in the supreme 
court cf the District of Columbia a peti- 
tion for a writ of mandamus = directed 
against Secretury Carlise and Commis- 
sioner cf Internal Revenue Miller, to compel 
thcse two officials to make a preliminary 
inspection of their works. The petition 
says that the company ‘was induced to go 
into the sugar business by the pounty act 
of October 1, 18%. 

The commissioner of internal revenue is- 
sued five iicensey to them July 2, 1894, for 
their manufactories, which are situated at 
Amite, Homer, Monroe, St. James and 
New Hope, and they were required to give 
bonds for $z50,0%. ‘There is a rule of the 
treasury department which requires prelim- 
inary inspection of a manufactory of sugar 
and the petition states that the present 
is the time for such inspection of the com- 
pany’s works, but both “Commissioner Miller 
and Secretary Carlisie have refused to com- 
ply with this rule. They claim that this is 
ijiiegal and will damage them to the extent 
of $50,000. They say there is no substance 
to the pretext that the new tariff law went 


‘nto effect August 28th last, repeals and 


annuls the old law,. and that the failure of 


the government to inspect their works prac- 


tically, amounts to the Westruction and 
fiscation of thelr property.

New York Democrats May Put Him 
the Head of the Ticket. 


THEY NEED SOME STRONG NAME 


He Isthe Acknowledged Leader of 
the Machine Faction. 


FLOWER’S ACTION WAS A SURPRISE 


His Refusal to Be & Candidate Came 
Just After a Conference with the 
Senator and Other Leaders. 


New York, September 19.—(Special.)—It 
need surprise no one if David Bennett Hill 
is named by the state democratic conven- 
tion next week as the party’s candidate for 
governor. 

The impression seems to be general 
among local democratic politicians today 
that Governor Flower’s withdrawal from 
the contest for the nomination. made pub- 
lic yesterday after he had had a confer- 
ence with Senators Hill and Murphy, was 
for the purpose of clearing the way for 
Hill’s nomination. 

The reasons for this impression are not 
hard to find. Hill’s ambition is to become 
president and the logical candidate of the 
democracy for president in 1896 will be the 
democratic governor of the state of New 
York, if, indeed, New York should happen 
to elect a democratic governor this fall. 

Governor Flower’s determination not to 
try for’ a renomination was reached very 
suddenly and Was announced at a time 
when every one supposed he had what is 
in the race track parlance termed “a 
cinch.”” His recent tour of the farming 
districts and his speeches to farmers seem- 
ed to indicate that he was stumping the 
state to win delegates, and now his sudden 
change of heart and mind is interpreted to 
mean only that he has been notified by the 
machine bosses .that he must stand aside 
and let Hill try for the goal. 

Still the Leader, 

Hill is the acknowledged leader of the 
machine in the state, and his personal 
popularity, it is confidently believed, would 
strengthen the machine and perhaps heal 
or bridge over the differences that now 
exist between certain of the party leaders 
in the state. Senator Hill has not an- 
nounced his candidacy, but some friends of 
his in this city who usually ‘‘speak by the 
ceards,”’ are saying today, not for publica- 
tion, however, that Hill is almost centain 
to be pitted against Morton for the gov- 
ernorship. Next to Hill local democrats 
prefer William C. Whitney and John Boyd 
Thatcher, said to be Hill's selection, is their 
next choice. 

They Stand in Very Well. 

There is a noticeable absence of regret 
on the part of Tammany officials at the 
withdrawal of Governor Flower from the 
gubernatorial race. In fact, there seems to 
be a feeling of satisfaction in some quar- 
ters. In others marked indifference charac- 
terizes the replies of former supporters of 
Mr. Flower to questions concerning the 
effect retirement on the party.

Important Change in the Constitution 
of the Brotherhood. 
Harrisburg, Pa., September 19.—The 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen re- 
elected Grand Master Frank P. Sargent 
by acclamation this morning.

CHINESE SHIPS SUNK. 


The Japs Poured the Shot Into Them. 
Six Hundred Men Drowned. 
London, September 19.—A dispatch to the 
Central News from Shanghai dated Septem- 

be. 19th, midnight, says: 

“A number of officers who were engag- 
ed in the naval battle on the Yalu river 
have arrived at Port Arthur with half a 
duzen warships badly damaged and filled 
with wounded men.” 

The dispatch says also that the Chinese 
Admiral Ting’s fleet left port on Friday 
evening to convey seven steam transports 
conveying a large force of troops. A num- 
ber of Europeans in the service of the 
Chinese admiralty accompanied the troops, 
which were to be landed ‘near Wipi from 
vhich point they were to be sent to the 
front. These troops comprised some artil- 
lery, but were mostly composed of infantry. 

Nothing was seen of the enemy until the 
Chinese fleet reached the mouth of the Yalu 
river, when a fleet of Japanese warships 
was sighted. Thereupon the transports 
were hurried forward and the warships 
were cleared for action. The efforts of the 
transports to land the troops were success- 
ful and most of them were gotten ashore 
before the naval battle begzn. 

The Chen-Yuen was the first vessel to 
open fire and was soon engaged with two 
Japanese warships of about the same 
size, one of which is supposed to have been 
the cruiser Chiyoda. Soon all of the vessels 
of both fleets were engaged. 

Chinese Cruisers Sunk. 

The Chinese cruisers Chen-Yuen and 
King-Huen were sunk and 600 officers and 
men on board of them were drowned. Only 
a few of the men struggling in the water 
were picked up. 

The Chao-Yung and Yang-Wei, in ma- 
neuvering for more advantageous positions, 
got into shallow water and run aground. 
The stranded vessels were 
the fire of the big guns of the Japanese 
ships and were finally set on fire by the 
eremy’s shells and became wrecks. 

It is feared that some of the transports 
were sunk, including one whose troops had 
not yet been landed. The Chinese ioss is 
estimated at 1.500 killed and wounded, and 
the Japanese loss is supposed to be 1,000, 
but none of the Chinese officers giving ac- 
counts of the battle know the names or 
size of the four vessels of the enemy which 
are alleged to have been destroyed. 

Taking the Chinese view of the battle it 
is plain that the encounter has resulted in 
seripusly crippling the naval strength of 
China. 

Was the Chen-Vaen Sunk? 

London, September 19.—Dispatches from 
Shanghai say that despite the previous dis- 
patch stating that the Chinese warship 
Chen-Yuen was sunk in the 
off the mouth of the Yula river, it seems 
certain that she was not Sunk, though she 
is badly damaged, at the same time it 
seems certain that the Chen-Yuen and the 
other Chinese ships mentioned were sent 
to the bottom as stated.

JOHN GARY EVANS FOR GOVERNOR 


The Convention Ran Very Smootbly—Aun- 
ti-Tillmanites Talk About Pujting 
Out an Independent Ticket. 


Columbia, S. C., September 19.—(Special.}— 
The hardy sons of reform have met, nom- 
inated and adjourned. The proceedings 
were, as compared with former Tillman 
conventions, commonplace: Of course, there 
was enthusiasm and lots of cheers, but 
there was not one incident of a sensational 
character. 

The platform in reaffirming the platform 
of 1892, is regarded as a bold declaration 
in favor Of Ocalaism and a challenge to 
the platform democrats to “‘cut their patch- 
ings.”” It means that another rough and 
probably turbulent campaign is before this 
politics-ridden state. The Charleston dele- 
gation were the only anti-Tillmanites in 
the convention, the Beaufort delegation 
having declined to attend after being elect- 
ed. Jervey, the chairman of the Charleston 
delegation, and Fitzsimmons made a gal- 
lant fight for strict platform democracy, 
but their voices were as whispers in @ 
whirlwind. 

All of the nominees for subordinate state 
officers have been identified with the polit- 
ical interests of John Gary Evans, except 
Norton, W. D. Evans and Mayfield. Jones, 
Norton’s competitor, -was sacrificed to con- 
ciliate the friends of Ellerbe, who makes 
his second appearance on the sacrificial 
altar. Larry Gantt’s two specialties, Len 
Hill, of Spartanburg, and Keitt, of New- 
berry, were both beaten out of their boots. 

Senntor Irby Calls to Order. 

At noon United States Senator Irby, chair- 
man of the executive committee, called the 
convention to order. Dr. S. M. Smith, of 
the First Presbyterian church, led the con- 
vention in prayer. A. W. Patterson, a lithe 
and trim young lawyer from Barnwell, was 
elected temporary chairman, and H, H. 
Brunson,*an Orangeburg lawyer, and Book- 
keeper Mixson, of the state dispensary,were 
elected secretaries. There were no contest- 
ing delegations. State Senator C. M. Efird, 
of Lexington, a prominent lawyer, was 
elected permanent chairman. 

Chairman Efird was applauded as he said 
that this convéntion was the guardian of 
the lives and liberties of the people of 
South Carolina. The rule of frankness and 
fairness was the only rule by which the 
men should be guided, and principles 
should not be sacrificed. 

The election of vice presidents resulted 
as follows: First district, Thomas Talbird, 
of Beaufort; second district, S. G. Mayfield, 
of Barnwell; third district, J. Belton Wat- 
son, of Anderson; fourth district, J. D. M. 
Shaw, of Laurens; fifth district, Ira B. 
Jones, of Lancaster; sixth district, J. E. 
Elierbe, of Marion; seventh district, D. H. 
Behre, of Colleton. 

On motion of Mr. Patterson, of Barnwell, 
a committee on platform and resolutions 
composed of one member from each county 
was appointed. D. P. Dunéan, secretary of 
the national alliance, Was subsequently 
elected chairman of this committee. 

A Little Too Previous. 

A motion to go into the election of gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor was made, 
and was about to prevail, when Mr. Jervey, 
of Charleston, raised the point of order 
that the platform should first be adopted. 
Mr. Fitzsimmons, of Charleston, support- 
ed] this in a vigorous speech, which was 
greeted with applause. He declared that 
the democratic platform alone should re- 
ceive the endorsement of democrats. Mr. 
Behre, of Colleton, vehemently declared 
that this was a convention of democrats. 
In his opinion, the officers should be elected 
first, and. as they were all good democrats, 
they should support the platform unless they 
were mMmuUuLwWwUMDps. 

Mr. Henry, of Chester, insisted that 
everything should be done decently and in 
order. He agreed that the platform should 
be adopted first and the men be put on it 
afterwards. 

Evans a Democrat. 

Dr. Wyche,of Newberry, in a warm speech, 
declared that there was no candidate before 
this convention who was not a democrat, 
and, looking towards the Charleston dele- 
gation, he shook his fist and shouted that 
‘nobody should tell the people of South 
Carolina whom they should elect. Is not 
John Gary Evans a democrat?” he contin- 
ued. (Cries, “yes, yes.) ““‘The grandest prin- 
ciple we must give to South Carolina is 
white supremacy. If you measure me by 
Grover Cleveland’s standard of democ- 
racy, I am not a democrat. There is no set 
of men who can delegate themgelvés to 
come here and tell the people of Souta Car- 
colina whom they shali elect.” 

Mr. Duncan, of Newberry, suggested that 
the proper order was the adoption of the 
platform first, and that manly, straight for-. 
ward and consistent work should be done. 
McKeowen, of Florence, interposed with a 
motion to take a recess until 3:30 o’clock p. 
m.. Which, after some discussion, pre 
vailed. 

For Jeffersonian Democracy. 

When the convention reassembled Chair- 
man Duncan, of the platform committee, 
presented the following as the majority 
report: 

‘1. The representatives of the democratic 
party of South Carolina in convention as- 
sembled, do reaffirm their allegiance to 
the principles of the party as formulated 
by Jefferson and exemplified by Madison, 
Jackson and Calhoun and their successors 
in democratic leadership. 

“2. We reaffirm our’ allegiance to the

It is understood that 
the following was included in the original 
draft of the platform as the fifth plank, 
but was voted down in the committee: 

“We denounce the action of President 
Cleveland in appointing republicans to of- 
fice, joining with republican leaders against 
the majority of ts party in the demoneti- 
zation of silver, the veto of the seigniorage 
bill, the invasion of state rights, and his 
efforts to improperly control the house of 
representatives and senate by the use of 
patronage to influence legislation, as un- 
democratic, unworthy of the successor of 
Jefferson, Jackson and Madison and a be- 
trayal of the platform upon which he was 
elected.” 

The One Not Adopted. 


The following was presented as a minor- 
ity report: 

“Resolved, That we, the representatives 
of the democratic party of the state of 
South Carolina, do hereby renew and de- 
clare or unreserved allegiance to the 
principles of democracy as set forth in the 
platform adopted at Chicago by the national 
democratic convention of 1892. 

‘‘Resolved, That it is the sense of this con- 
wention that no one is a democrat and en- 
titled to represent us as democrats who is 
not in full sympathy with the principles and 
platform of the national democracy, nor 
who advocates the principles of the populist 
party or seeXs to force the demands of the 
Ocala platform upon democrats as a test 
of political principle or action. 

“Resolved, That we regard as undemo- 
cratic and subversive of democratic prin- 
ciples the piatform adopted and promul- 
gated by the reform convention at Columbia 
on August 16, 1894.”’ 

A Memorial. 

Accompanying the minority report was 
the following memorial: 

“To the Presiding Officer and the Dele- 
gates of the State Convention Convening 
September 19, 1894.—Gentlemen: By instruc- 
tion and resolution of a convention of demo- 
crats, assembled in Columbia on September 
¥7, 1894, we, the understgned, appointed an 
executive committee, hereby present the 
following democratic resolutions and enun- 
ciation of democratic principles, adopted by 
that body, and demand that you, claiming 
to be the regular democratic party of the 
State of South Carolina adopt these in full 
@s a clear declaration of democratic plat- 
form, as therein outlined, being as it is 
perfectly in line with the platform and 
printiples of the national democratic party, 
and demanding the repudiation and the 
rescinding of the platform adopted by the 
state democratic convention in. 1892.”’ 

This was signed J. L. Carson, Mike Brown, 
S. P. Smith, T. B. Woods, E. B. Hodge, 
W. 8S. Allen, J. B. C. Wright, S. A. Townes, 
Cc. P. Quattlebaum, W. L. Gray, J. W. 
Johnson, George S. Mower, M. O. Dantzler, 
John G. Capers, J. c. Sin- 
gieton, N. T. Hurst, M. P. Tribbie, 
W. J. Verdier, F. C. Fishburne W. F-. 
Stevenson, W. D. Coker, John Bratton, J.

N. G. Evans, of Edgefield, brother of 
John Gary Evans, for the platform com- 
mittee, introduced a new party constitution 
which, after immaterial] amendments, was 
adopted unanimously. It is identical with 
the present constitution except that it abol- 
ishes the ‘“‘September nominating conven- 
tion” and provides for a direct primary for 
all state, county and federal elective 
offices hereafter. 

A Voice from Charleston. 

St. Julien Jervy, of Charleston, then 
spoke to the minority platform report. He 
declared that he appeared “as a democrat 
before democrats.”’ (Applause.) He de- 
clared that the term “Jeffersonian demo- 
crat” is hackneyed. He said he ‘was sim- 
ply a democrat. ‘‘And the test of the dem- 
ocrat, gentlemen of the jury’’—(uproar, ap- 
Plause and laughter)—“is to subscribe to 
the tenets of the national democratic con- 
vention.”” He asserted that the platform 
adopted by the state conventions of 1890 
and 1892 were diametrically opposed to the 
principles of the platform adopted by the 
Chicago convention. The adoption of this 
plank was a perversion of the principles 
of democracy. He could not regard as a 
democrat a man who stood on the platform 
that he did not consider a democratic plat- 
form. There was a great deal of laughter 
when Mr. Jervy said that he came to the 
convention as a “reformer,” but did. not 
believe in democratic reform or any re- 
form unlike that which gave white su- 
premacy to the state in 1876. He declared 
that rings were necessary and were only 
objectionable when abused. The harm of 
the ring arises when the leader and his 
coat-tail swingers stick so closely together 
as to exclude other men from the councils 
of the party. By operation of the machin- 
ery of the democratic party two-thirds of 
the people in this state now have no voice. 

A delegate arose and stated that the rea- 
son that “men don’t vote is because they 
don’t go to the primaries.”’ 

Mr. Jervy replied that the primaries were 
factional and not democratic, and he for 
one was not allowed to go to it. 

Dog or Tail? 

Mr. Watson, a stalwart farmer of Ander- 
gon, declared that the question was whether 
“the dog should wag the tail or the tail 
wag the dog.” Nothing could be expected 
of Charleston but to dissent: He favored 
anything that looked toward reorganization 
and bringing back into the field the white 
people of South Carolina. Mr: Fitzsim- 
mons, of Charleston, said that he had heard 
that the reformers had said that the 
Charleston men were in the minority and 
were not going to have any showing in 
this convention. He declared that the con- 
vention had no right to make the dispen- 
sary.law a test of democracy while its

The Strange Suicide of a Young Engin- 
eer Yesterday. 


WITH THREE OUNCES OF LAUDANUM 


Alone in His Room He Swallowed the 
Poison—He Had Threatened Sui- 
cide Several Times. 


In a little room on the third story of the 
building in which the court of Justice Lan- 
drum operates, yesterday afternoon, at 4 
o’clock, B. D, Smith, an engineer thirty-two 
years old, ended his existence with three 
ounces of laudanum. 

The man had been in an intoxicated condi- 
tion for some days and it was while under 
the influence of whisky that he committed 
the deed. During the morning he had told 
several that he was going out to the circus. 
He left to see the procession and returned 
more intoxicated than before. It Was nec- 
essary for some of his friends to put him 
in the room. There he was left. The rest 
of the occupants left the place and return- 
ing from the circus at 5 o'clock found the 
dead body. 

Smith was originally from Raleigh, N. C. 
He is well known there and has numerous

relatives who are highly respectable. Sev- 
eral months ago he left Raleigh for Savan- 
nah, where he went to accept a position as 
a locomotive engineer. For some reason he 
left this place and a month ago applied to 
Mrs. Ida Davis, who occupies the third 
story, 34% Decatur street, as a boarding 
house. He had known her before, as she 
was from Raleigh and during her residence 
there he had boarded with her. 

The man was out of work and applied at 
several places for a job. He called at the 
office of the Seaboard Air-Line and made an 
earnest application for something to do. 
No new engineers were wanted and he was 
informed of the fact. After this he suc- 
ceeded in getting employment at the fair 
ground and since then has been operating a 
Stationary engine there. 

According to the statement of the boarders 
Smith had been on a protracted spree. 
When intoxicated he frequently talked of 
killing himself and it was no unusual thing 
to hear him make the most pronounced and 
emphatic threats against his own life.

He left the place and was not seen any 
more until just before dinner. At the time 
he was very much intoxicated. Passing the 
dry goods store on the first floor he told 
Mr. R. D. Ware that he would sleep in a 
better place that night. 

Smith went up stairs and his condition 
was such that he was carried to his room. 
He fell asleep on the bed, where he had 
been placed and the rest of the boarders 
left for the circus thinking that he would 
sober up in the meanwhile. It was the 
last seen of the man alive. 

Mrs, Davis returned to the house at § 
o’clock. As she passed the room occupied 
by Smith she saw that he was lying in a 
queer position. His door was open and she 
called him. She received no reply and 
started in to arouse him. He did not move 
and looKing closer she was startled to find 
that he was deud. 

By this time the rest of the boarders had 
arrived and Drs.

GOSSIP OF THE CAPITAL. 


The Namber of Women Discharged At- 
tracting Attention. 

Washington, September 19.—The large 
number of women clerks dismissed outright 
in the treasury department during the 
past few days has attracted considerable 
attention here. It is said to mark a new 
policy in treasury appointments in the fu- 
ture. Of ‘the clerks so far discharged fully 
five-sixths have been women clerks of the 
high-salaried grades. The vacancies cre- 
ated by the discharge of the women will 
be filled by the appointment or promotion 
of men to the places. The flood tide of 
women clerks in the treasury department 
has been reached and henceforth, it is 
said, men will usually be appointed to the 
higher places. Some divisions are said to 
be seriously crippled from the heavy pre- 
ponderance of women clerks, and in some 
rooms where the ledgers are very heavy 
they have to be lifted into place and shift- 
ed as occasion requires by the men in the 
office. As a rule, it is said, the women 
clerks are absent on account of sickness 
much more than men clerks, which has a 
potent influence in causing the change of 
policy as to appointments now being inau- 
gurated., 

Orders have been issued to hurry the 
work on the Detroit at Norfolk, so that 
she may sail fur China in compliance with 
Secretary Herbert's directions as soon as 
possible.

Twenty Thousand People Witness the 
Fastest Mile Ever Trotted. 

Galesburg, llk., September i19.—The 
Galesburg track . now holds the world’s 
record for trotting, Alix clipping a quarter 
of a second off her record here this after- 
noon, going the mile in 2:08%. 

It was one of the grandest achievements 
ever witnessed by man. The day was all 
that could be desired, the hot sun putting 
the track in perfect order. To witness the 
trial of Alix and the other events no less 
than 20,000 people were on the grounds. At 
5:10 o'clock the track was put in shape and 
Mr. Williams announced the special event 
of the day, the attempt of Alix to beat the 
world’s record of 2:44. When the mare ap- 
peared on the track, with McDowell be- 
hind her, she was greeted with a mighty 
cheer. On the second score McDowell nod- 
ded for the word, and with the runner by 
her side, the little mare was off on her 
journey. To the quarter she went in 30% 
and sped on to the half in 101%. As she 
neared the three-quarter the watches 
marked her at 1:32%. When the mare turned 
into the stretch she fairly flew and without 
a skip, came under the wire in 2:08%.. The 
crowd went wild, and cheer after cheer 
went up for Alix, McDowell, Morris and 
Williams and his fast track.

* Chattanooga, Tenn., September 19.—At 
the business session of the sovereign grand 
lodge this morning the reports of the com- 
mittees on appeals were taken up. 

Appeal of Peninsula lodge No. 5 vs. grand 
lodge of Michigan. The lodge expelled one 
of its members after trial without giving 
him a copy of the report of the trial by 
committee as provided by law. It also per- 
mitted a member who was a sworn witness 
against the accused to be one of the trial 
committee. The grand lodge of Michigan 
declared that these two features of the 
case were fatal to the lodge and sustained 
the appeal. The sovereign grand lodge af- 
firmed the action of tge grand lodge of 
Michigan. 

Appeal of E. R. Shipley versus the grand 
lodge of Missouri: The grand lodge of Mis- 
sourl permits the election of grand officers 
by the representatives present after the 
past grands have once voted on the ques- 
tion. No election resulting in the subordi- 
nate, the appeliant asks that the inherent 
rights of past grands to vote or grand 
officers be considered operative until an 
election oc@urs. The committee reports 
that past grands having had one oppor- 
tunity to vote are stopped from any further 
exercise of the ‘right of suffrage. 

Appeal of Cuyahoga lodge, No. 22 versus 
grand lodge of Ohio: The grand master of 
Ohio decided that a lodge located where 
there are two or more lodges and the relief 
committee is organized under local law 
could not refuse to pay an assessment le- 
gally made iby the committee. Further that 
no lodge so located has a right to refuse to 
pay this assessment, nor has a right to 
withdraw from the association, but is 
bound by law to become a member of the 
committee and pay all assessments made by 
them. 

Appeal of S. G. Kendall from the grand 
lodge. of Nevada. In this case a noble 
grand set aside a ballot for representative 
where Kendall had received fourteen votes 
and Leeper ten votes. In the second ballot 
Kendall received ten and Leeper sixteen 
votes. Appellant claims election on first 
ballot. Appeal sustained. 

Dayton lodge, No, 273, versus grand lodge 
of Ohio: The lodge adopted a by-law which 
the grand lodge refused to approve on the 
ground that the same did not provide that 
the weeks of sickness for which benefits 
were to be paid should be consecutive. The 
committee of this body declares it :to be 
unquestioned that a state grand lodge may 
regulate and control the definite and par- 
ticular amount of benefits to be paid by its 
subordinates, but to accomplish this the 
law furnished to subordinates must be 
definktte and specific as to the amount to 
be paid. This is predicated on the idea that 
the minimum benefit law will be observed. 

Several other appeals of minor importance 
were heard and the meeting adjourned. 

Tonight the pleasures of the meeting are 
being climaxed by a largely attended and 
brilliant ball in honor of the Odd Fellows 
at Lookout inn.

New Decatur, Ala., September’ 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The republican convention of the 
eighth congressional district has been in 
session today. The convention was lhrge 
and enthusiastic. They bitterly dencunced 
Messrs. Cleveland, Crisp, Wilson-and the 
democratic methods of holdimg elections. 

The following platform was adopted: 

“The republicans of the eighth congres- 
sional district in convention assembled in 
Decatur, heartily endorse the efforts of 
republicans in congress in endeavoring to 
defeat the democratic party in their at- 
tempt to give the country free trade. We 
shall go before the people of this district 
asserting in most unequivocal terms our 
everlasting opposition to the existing dém- 
ocratic methods of holding elections, Our 
battle cry from now until the closing of 
the polls on the 6th day of November shal} 
be a free ballot and fair count. 

‘“‘We favor bimetallism and an increase 
in the circulating medium sufficient to met 
the increased demands of the people. To 
accomplish this end we favor coinage of 
gold and silver, and that the purchasing 
and debt-paying quality of all money shall 
be maintained upon a parity.’’ 

The Jeffersonian and populite convention 
is also in session and is expected to ratify 
the action, of the republican convention.

Over eighty new students, exclusive of 
daw students, have successfully passed 
their entrance examinations, and the wni- 
versity opens with fully fifty-more students 
than it has in the past twenty years. 

The freshman class is especially large 
this year, numbering about sixty or sev- 
enty boys.

The Question of Silver. 

We desire to call the particular atten- 
tion of our readers to the _ financial 
declaration of the republicans of New 
York. While the repubHcans in other 
states, in deference to a growing public 
sentiment, have made a prétense of ad- 
vocating silver as a part of the standard 
money of the country, the New York re- 
publicans reaffirm the views of John 
Sherman without modification. They 
say: 

We favor an honest dollar and oppose any 
effort, whether by the repeal of the tax on 
state bank issues or the free coinage of sil- 
ver, to lower our currency standard, and 
we favor an international agreement which 
shall result in the use of both gold and sil- 
ver as a circulating medium. 

Those who take any particular inter- 
est in democratic principles or who are 
in favor of promoting democratic poli- 
cies cannot fail to note that this republi- 
ean declaration is not different either 
in essence or in substance from the pol- 
icy advocated in Georgia by a few men 
and a few newspapers who continue to 
call themselves democratic. The line 
between the republicans who demone- 
tized silver and the democrats who are 
pledged to restore it ought to be very 
clearly drawn. It is, indeed, so clearly 
enough drawn in the state platform 
that no one can possibly be deceived; 
and yet, when prominent democrats go 
about the state advocating republican 
financial doctrines, and when certain 
newspapers adopt bodily the republican 
arguments against the restoration of 
silver, the average voter-is likely to be 
thrown into a state of confusion. 

The democratic party of Georgia can- 
not be fish at one end and fowl at the 
other. What is good republican doc- 
irine in New York cannot by any possi- 
bility be good democratic doctrine in 
Georgia. It is not undemocratic to fa- 
vor international bimetallism, but it is 
neither democratic nor sensible to main- 
tain that an international agreement is 
absolutely necessary before silver can 
be restored as a part of the primary 
money of the United States. 

But what becomes of the arguments 
in favor of international bimetallism 
when we see men who ¢all themselves 
democrats and newspapers pretending 
to be anxious for democratic success, 
claiming that gold has not increased in 
value, and that there is no need of any 
further expansion of the volume of our 
standard money? If all this be true— 
if there is plenty of gold on hand—if 
falling prices tend to prosperity—then 
there is no necessity for international or 
any other kind of bimetallism. 

But let us see how near we are to in- 
ternational bimetallism. It is admit- 
ted by all the continental nations that if 
England will take the initial step an in- 
ternational agreement can be arrived at 
without further delay, But how long 
will it be before England will gake the 
initiative? What incentive have her 
business men to restore silver as a part ; 
of the primary money of the world? In 
other words, what interest has Great 
Britain in increasing the value of sil- 
ver and thereby increasing the prices of 
the staple commodities of the world, the 
larger portion of which she is compelled 
to buy? 

Let us examine into the matter a Ht- 
tle. Let us see what interest England 
has in remonetizing silver and making 
It more valuable. The trouble began in 
1873, awhen silver was demonetized in 
the United States, but as that seems to 
be a date remote, we need go no further 
back than 1890. To bring the matter 
home to the comprehension of all; we 
will take the cotton crop of that year. 
It weighed out when brought to mar- 
ket 3,628,000,000 pounds, and sold for 
§402,000,000, the average price being 
11.07 cents a pound. The cotton crop of 
1894 weighed out. 3,748,000,000 pounds 
and sold for $288,000,000, the “average 
Price being 7.70 cents a pound. : 

Look at the figures! The cotton crop 
of 1890 was 120,000,000 pounds less than 

_ that of 1894, but it sold for’ $114,000,000 
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‘this. country or a good thing? It. is 
uestion of plain figuring. Is England 
by the. fact that she receives” 
itly increasing amount of cotton 
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for the same debt? ‘If she is helped, 


rather than hurt by it, what motive 


| have her rulers for entering into an in- 


‘ternational agreement the first result of 
which would be to utterly destroy the 


| advantages and profits that are now 


hers? As with cotton, so with wheat— 
so with all the staple products on which 
our foreign trade is based. 

Our business men seenr to look at this 
matter askance. They appear to have 
fn idea that a little small talk about 
“sound money” and “parity” is all that 
is needed to set things even. They do 
not appear to realize the fact that cheap 
cotton in the south makes poor business 
in the south. The price of cotton here 
is the basis of business beeause cotton 
is our staple product. 

There is one fact that both the farm- 
ers and business men of the south 
should take into consideration—namely, 
that although this country has estab- 
lished the single gold standard, we con- 
tinue to sell our crops and our staple 
commodities for silver prices. In other 
words, an ounce of silver will buy no 
less cotton now than it bought in 1873— 
no less wheat, no less calico, no -less 
iron. But it will buy only half as much 
gold. This ought to open the eves of 
selisible business men as to the increase 
in the value of gold, but they do not 
seem to regard it in that light. 

But there are other facts to which 
they can hardly close their eyes. As 
the valne of silver is increased, Great 
Britain and Europe will have to pay an 
increased price for our staple commodi- 
ties. An ounce of silver would buy a 
bushel and ten pounds of cotton in 1875. 
It will buy a bushel of wheat and ten 
pounds of cotton now. The price of 
these commodities is fixed in London 
or Liverpool. In whatever proportion | 
the value of silver is raised, in that 
proportion the price of our commodities 
is raised. If silver is 90 cents an ounce, 
England will have to pay 90 cents for 
a bushel of wheat and 9 cents a pound 
for cotton. If silver is worth $1.29 
an ounce, Europe will have to pay $1.29 
a bushel for wheat and 12.00 cents a 
pound for cotton. 

That is the interest the people of this 
country have in the silver question. It 
is special and important—it is pressing! 


A Tobacco Exhibit. 

The meeting of the tobacco men today 
to make arrangements for a collective 
exhibit at the Cotton States and Inter- 
national exposition will be an important 
event. 

The tobacco interest in this country is 
of stitch magnitude that ho exposition 
would be complete without an exhibit 
that will do it justice. The Chicago 
world’s fair was a disappointment in 
this respect, and the mistake should be 
corrected at our exposition. This ex- 
hibit will be of especial interest to our 
visitors from Cerntral America and South 
America as well as to those who come 
from the north and west. 

Tobacco is a very important factor in 
our commerce and industry, and if the 
leading men who control its production 
and manufacture will unite they can 
easily make a showing at our exposition 
that will attract world-wide attention. 

P arkhurst’s Work. 

The investigation started by Dr. Park- 
hurst which has exposed the corrup- 
tion of certain New York police afticials 
has done a world of good, but it is to be 
feared that the doctor’s crusade against 
fallen women has not had the desired 
effect.

The Trolley Again. 

The Phil: . 

Me liladelphia Inquirer thinks that 
the electric railways will seriously affect 
the steam railways. It says: 

One of the plans in Pennsylvania is to 
allow trolley cars to carry the mails, and 
to do light express business. It is the rapid 
growth of electricity which the great roads 
have to face. They must meet this prob- 
lem in some way, or suburban traffic will 
not only fall off greatly, but a profitable 
express business will be seriously injured. 
The trolley is cheap. It is net the motor 
of the future. Some underground or storage 
system will in the end furnish the electric- 
ity necessary for turning the wheels. But 
just now it is the trolley, and the trolley is 
here to stay until something better is forced 
into the market. But when it comes it will 
come in a still cheaper form, so that cheap 
fares will be the rule, and more roads will 
be built. So extensively is the electric sys- 
tem being introduced that already there is 
talk of building from Washington to New 
York. 
to unite St. Louis and Chicago. New Jer- 
sey is being covered with electric roads. 
And the growth of these roads cannot fail 
to have a marked influence on the manage- 
ment of the steam roads. 

In reply to The Inquirer's suggestion 
that the steam roads should establish 
electric lines and run them as tenders 
to their -business, Mr. k. L. Carson, a 
Bosion electrician, says: 

The growth of the use of electricity as a 
motive power is remarkable. Two years 
ago there were only 161 electric railways 
in the United States, while now there are 
over 500. Six years ago an electric car with 
two motors cost $4,500, while the bids for 
the last contract I knew to be given ran 
from $640 to $1,500, and the former was the 
price at which it was given out, the manu- 
facturers being reliable men. It seems. sin- 
gular that with such a constantly increas- 
ing demand there should be such a compe- 
tition as to run prices down to one-seventh 
of what was paid six years ago, but such is 
the case, and before it stops there will be 
very few lines of street railroad in the coun- 
try not run by electricity. 

These facts are suggestive. But the 
sterm roads have their own field and 
itis a big one. It is not likely that the 
trolley will invade it and drive out 
steam. There is room for both motive 
powers, and it is not probable that the 
one will drive out the other. 
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How to Get a New Jail. 

At the election on the 3d of October 
the proposed issue of bonds for a new 
jail will be submitted to the people. The 
plan is to issue $150,000 of thirty-year 
bonds to bear interest at the rate of 
4% per cent. lor the first twenty years 
only the interest will be paid, but dur- 
ing the following ten years the bonds 
will be redeemed in annual payments. 

This will enable us to build a substan- 
tial and handsome jail without imposing 
a burdensome tax upon our people. In 
fact, the expense will be hardly felt. 

It is safe to say that the people will 
vote for it. Many grand juries have 
condemned the present jail and recom- 
mended.a new one. The old structure is 
too small. It is unhealthy and badly 
ventilated, and the walls are so un- 
sound that extra vigilance is required 
to prevent escapes. 

The low cost of building materials 
and labor makes this the best time that 
could be selected for making this much 
needed improvement. Heretofore the 
difficulty bas been in getting a full vote 
on the question, but the coming elections 
and municipal primary will bring out 
all classes of voters, and the over- 
whelming majority will doubtless vote 
for the bond issue. We cannot afford 
in a large and prosperous county like 
Fulton to pen up our prisoners in a 
small and unhealthy jail where unfa- 
vorable conditions may breed epidemics 
of dangerous diseases.

GEORGIA PULILIVAL NOTES. 


There is a good democrat up in Bulloch 
county, who lives about tour miles out of 
Statesboro, said a commerciai tourist to 
The Savannah News, who has a very inge- 
nfous method of argument with the weaker 
brethren, Who seem inclined to. follow pop- 
ulistic theories and ideas. They cail him 
Doc Higgins, and his friends say he is one 
of the cieverest of men. He can always 
be told by his hat, which is his distinguisnh- 
ing feature, and that is what he uses to il- 
lustrate his little practical political talk. 
He wears a big straw hat with two wide 
ribbons on it. The under ribbon is a blue 
one and the top ribbon a deep red. ‘The 
former, he says, represents the republican 
party and the latter the democratic party. 
On the blue ribbon he has pinned four 
large pieces of yellow ribbon, and on the 
red one three or four very small pieces of 
yellow ribbon. The large pieces of yellow 
ribbon on the blue he says represent the 
States which were lost by the repubiicans 
to the populists in the northwst, while the 
smaller pieces on the democratic ribbon 
represent the two or three counties that 
Georgia democrats lost to the populists two 
years ago. Of course, the hat always at- 
tracts attention wherever it is seen, and 
its wearer is always asked to give an ex- 
planation of the phenomenon. He gives the 
above little curtain lecture, drawing the 
contrast between the losses of the repub- 
lican party in the north, which was in 
States, and the losses of the democratic 
party in the south, which amounted to no 
more than one or two counties here and 
there. Those who know Higgins say his 
little talk has resulted on more than one 
occasion in the return of a populist to the 
democratic fold. They say he has a good 
deal of influence among the negro voters 
in Bulloch county, and that he is turning 
large numbers of them into the democratic 
ranks. One peculiar fact about him is, so 
say his friends, that he does not-want any 
Office, but believes so firmly in democratic 
principles that he is doing some hard work 
for the party. 

For the next ten days the first congres- 
Sional district will ring with more demo- 
cratic doctrine than has been heard within 
its confines for the last two years. Ar- 
rangements have been made to keep things 
pretty warmly stirred up between now and 
the October election, and speeches will be 
heard in some parts of the district almost 
every day between now and October ith. 
G. Be Whatley, chairman of the executive 
committee in the district, is taking an ac- 
tive interest in the work, and will know 
within a few days, as soon as he receives 
replies from correspondents in several of 
the counties, just about how the vote will 
stand. From what he has gathered, so far, 
he feels no hesitancy in stating it as his 
belief that the democrats will carry every 
county by a good majority. There is some 
little doubt about the majority in Effing- 
ham, in which the number of populists ts 
said to be almost as large as that of the 
democrats, but it is believed that the work

Telegrams and Descriptive Circulars 
Sent After Young Myers. 


CHARLES JONES HELD ON SUSPICION 


Crowley Was Robbed, Beaten and Shot. 
His Father Minds the Body—Full 
Details ot the Crime, 


The story in yesterday’s paper of tho 
strange disappearance of Forrest L. Crow- 
ley, a wealthy young citizen of Roswell, 
and Will Myers, a young man of high 
standing in the city, and a member of the 
Gate City Guard, had a sequence that has 
never been equaled in the criminal history 
of Atlanta. 

Out beyond West End, in a spot covered 
vith soft sedge grass and golden rod, the 
body of Crowley was found yesterday morn- 
ing at S o'clock. He had been brutally mur- 
dered, possibly twenty-four hours before. 

Will Myers, who on the day ‘before went 
vith him on a buggy ride, has not yet been 
found. 

Circumstances cast suspicion upon young 
Myers, who has been missing since 2.0’clock 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Acting upon the theory that Myers is the 
cuilty man, Charles Jones, the son of Rev. 
W. E. Jones, and a nephew of Rev. Sam 
Jones, is being held, suspected of being an 
accomplice. 

Telegrams have been sent to a number of 
cities asking for the arrest of Myers. 

The search for the murdered man was be- 
gun during the afternoon by inquiries, and 
it Was soon discovered that Will Myers had 
driven out Whitehall street with him and 
had come back the same way alone. Grad- 
ualy the.stery developed and at daylight 
there were three searching parties out on 
the very ground where the body lay. In 
one of these parties was the father of the 
missing man, who then felt certain that 
bis son had been foully dealt with.

The Drive to Death. * 

From the carshed they went to the livery 
stable of rt & Bowdeh on Alabama 
street. Here Myers made 
with Mr, William Bricken,' the bookkeeper, 
to hire a.team, for which he paid $ in 
advance, It was at this place also that 
the mules were to be driven and Myers 
told one of the employes to stall them 
until they could return from the country. 
What happened after that has been accu- 
rately traced out by the detectives. 

There are many strong facts to show 
that he had prearranged the whole affair. 
Saturday night he visited the home of his 
old grandfather in West End, scarcely a 
mile from the scene of the fearful tragedy. 
He spent Sunday there. It was then that 
he is thought to have selected the place 
for the murder. 

Leaving -the stable, Myers turned the 
head of his horse in the direction ©f West 
End. Down Whitehall street he went and

lanta he addressed several lefters to hia 
making business propositions. 

In one of these letters, written last week, 
he stated that he intended to purchase two 
pairs of mules, as he was acting as agent 
for parties in Atlanta who wished to obtain 
a good supply of live stock. \Arrangements 
were made for Myers to come to Roswell. 

Monday morning at 8 o’clock, according 
to the statement of Mr. Seaborn Crowley, 
Will Myers arrived at the little town and 
was met at the station by Forrest Crow- 
ley and his father. It was the first time 
that Mr. Seaborn Crowley had seen. Myers 
and he was much pleased with the happy 
manner of the boy. All mounted the hack 
together and drove away to the hand- 
some home of the Crowleys. Here Myers 
was entertained during the day. He chat- 
ted gayly and seemed to enjoy the opulent 
hospitality which is always extended to 
those who visit there. He was carried over 
to the factory and all the places of inter- 
est pointed out. In the afternoon he was 
taken to the largé merchandise store, which 
was under the charge of Mr. Forrest Crow- 
ley. From this place they went to the 
stock yards. 

A Proposition from Myers. 

Myers seemed very much interested over 
the purchase of the mules and asked to see 
the drove. 

“Tt want to get two good animals,’ he 
said. “‘They are paving the streets down 
where I live and the man for whom I am 
acting has 160 already at work. I would 
like to get them as soon as I @uld.” 

The mules wefe all @rtven out and Myers 
examined them carefully. He seemed en- 
thusiastic over the prospect of the trade 
and talked vofubly about his plans. In the 
drove was a small mule which had been 
lame for sonie days. 

“That’s a good animal,” he said, “and I 
must have her. I'll bet she could pull a 
ton.” 

He was informed by Mr. Seaborn Crowley, 
who had accompanied them to the stables, 
that it was tne highest priced mule he had. 

‘That makes no difference,” he replied; “‘I 


like the animal and I am able to pay for 


her.” 

It was growing late. After some con- 
sultation the trade was closed, Myers agree- 
ing to give $550 for the two pair. He said 
that he wanted the stock in Atlanta the 
next morning and in order to accommodate 
him Mr. Crowley ordered that a driver start 
out through the country at once with them, 

Myers said that he could not pay cash, 
but if Crowley would accompany him to 
Atlanta the next day that he would fix 
things all right. They agreed to take the 
train for Atlanta together the’ next morn- 
ing. Myers was invited to stay with the 
Crowleys during the night. He declined and 
went off. It is not known where he 
stopped. 

To Atlanta Together. 

Barly the next morning the three met at 
the station: Forrest Crowley had men- 
tioned the afternoon before that he had 
other reasons for making a trip to Atlanta, 
as he wished to purchase a fall stock of 
goods. Mr. Seaborn Crowley said that he 
would ‘go with him and help him out with 
the trade. Mr. H. Heath and R. 
G. Broadwell, prominent citizens of Roswell, 
also boarded the train there. During the 
trip to Atlanta Forrest Crowley and Will 
Myers occupied the same seat. The boy 
was in a merry humor and it was noticed 
that he exerted himself to be entertaining. 
He joked and laughed. Forrest Crowley, 
who always liked good company, laughed 
with him. Nothing hinted at the’ tragedy 
that was to follow. He laughed and re- 
joiced in the buoyancy of youth and 
health. 
Must Have Two Hours, 

The Air-Line Helle rolled into the carshed 
at 8:05 o’clock yesterday morning. ~ 

The party from Roswell got off together, 
Myers, with Forrest Crowley and his father, 
walked letsurely along Wall street. Mr, 
Seaborn Crowley proposed that the mule 
trade be fixed up at once, as he and his 
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through West End. He drove pag his 
grandfather’s home, but did not stop. 
Passing the residence of Mr. Gib Stewart 
the two men were seen by Lula Wilson, a 
colored cook, who was on the porch. From 
this place it was only half a mile to 
Westwood lake, where the murder was 
cemmitted. From the rvad to Westview 
cemetery they turned into the road down 
through Westwood park. 


The Fatal Spot Reached. 

It was a desolate place. In the park is 
what was cnce a large pond. It is bordered 
by willows and shut out frora the view 
of the surrounding country. By this place 
the tracks of the buggy led. In spite of 
the hard rain of the night before there 
was no water in the pond. Just beyond the 
pond is an extended field of broomsedze. 
It is broken by deep gullies and in some 
places stunted growths of pines spring up. 
The field is the bottom of a diminutive 
basin and the hills shut out everything 
from view. 


Here the horse was stopped. It was 


‘hitched to a small tree about twenty-five 


yards from the pond. An examination 
of the place shows that another 
buggy drove up from an _ opposite 


direction coming through a dark swamp 
and making its way directly for the scene 
of the murder. 

Ten yards from there the horse was hitch- 
ed and the mmprder was done. How it was 
done will perhaps never be fully explained. 
To the deed there was probably not a sin- 
gle ~witness. Crowley was murdered and 
left alone in the silence. Who dealt the 
blow? How was it done? Did he have 
warning or was he struck from behind? 
Was he first knocked to his knees and shot, 
or was he shot first? To these questions 
only the murderer or murderess can give 
answer. 

He Had a Roll of Money. 

Crowley left town with nearly $500. His 
money, except for a roll of bills, which 
was stored away in a little memorandum 
book, was taken away. From his bleeding 
body was also taken a fine gold watch and 
a diamond ring of high value. 

The murderers ran to the pond. Evidently 
they had hoped to throw the body there, 
but the water was too shallow. While at 
the pond the men washed the blood from 
their hands and cleaned the mud from 
their feet on a large stone near by. From 
their tracks it can be seen that they came 
up to the body of the murdered man again, 
Possibly it was then that the shot was 
fired into his brain. 

Here the body was left. 

Myers Seen on His Return. 

Returning to Atlanta Myers was seen 
again by Lula Wilson, the oook for Mr. 
Stewart, who was still on the porch. It 
hud been nearly an .uour since she saw 
two men pass. Now only one man went 
by. The buggy was very muddy and the 
man was whipping his horse hard. On 
Whitehall street Myers met Mr. Lorenzo 
Jones. He was still in the buggy. Mr. 
Jones noticed that he was excited. 

“I owe you $3,’ Myers said,. speaking 
“I’ve got money now and can 
pay you.” 

As he said this the young fellow pulled 
from his pocket a hugh pile of bills. He 
picked out a bill and asked for the change. 
This was made and Myers drove on. He 
came into the stable and started out with- 
out saying anything. 

Here he was met by the man who had 
driven the mules through the country. 

“IT havep't got time to talk to you now,” 
he said. “Mr. Crowley is down at Inman 
& Smith’s and he wants you there. I'll meet 
you there after a while.”’ 

Gets a New Suit of Clothes. 

From this place Myers left for Biseman & 
Weil’s of Whitehall street. Here he asked 
to see a good suit of clothes. He did not 
stop to look over the gtock. He bought a

He in- 
quired for his son, but no one had seen him 
there. 

Thought Something Was Wrong. 

Half an hour later Mr. Crowley met My- 
ers again. 

This time he was coming from Fotsom’s 
restaurant. The boy gave a sudden start 


again where his son was. Myers said he 
had just left him on East Alabama street. 

Before the gentleman could make any 
further inquiry the boy walked away. His 
queer manner made Mr. Crowley suspi- 
cious. 

“IT believe that something is the matter,” 
he said, turning to Mr. Coggins, and Il am 
going around there and try to find For- 
rest.”’ 

The men walked up Alabama street and 
asked at several places for the young man 
who was then, stiff in death. Mr, Crowley 
wished to leave on the afternoon train, and 
it Wag this more than anything else at this 
time which caused him to make such a dil- 
igent search for his son. He went to the 
d.fferent places where he thought that For- 
rest would be. He could learn nothing con- 
cerning him, and became more alarmed. 

Saw Myers in the Hack. 

About 2 o’clock Mr. Crowley was walk- 
ing down Whitehall street. A hack passed, 
driven rapidly. Myers was in it. The gen- 
tleman set out at once to follow it. The 
hack stopped in front of the carshed. My- 
ers got out and went quickly inside. Mr. 
Crowley asked the hackman if he would 
return and was informed that the young 
man had driven down to meet a train. Mr. 
Crowley walked into the carshed. As he 
stepped inside the East Tennessee train 
pulled out. This was the last seen of the 
young man in Atlanta. At the time Mr. 
Crowley did not dream of foul play. He 
could not understand the strange manner 
of Myers and was curious to know what it 
meant, 

For several hours he waited, hoping every 
minute to-see his son. No tidings came, 
and the father grew anxious, He informed 
Mr. Heath who was with him that he 
thought that something was wrong, and 
after talking the matter over it was decid- 
ed to put the matter before Chief Connolly. 
The whole details of the case were stated 
to him and both he and Captain Wright 
thought that the affair should be investi- 
gated at once. 

Had a Strong Presentment. 

Coming down from the chief's room Mr. 
Crowley met Sergeant Ozburn. The gentle- 
men knew each other well as the sergeant’s 
wife was related to the Crowleys, and the 
father told of his son's disappearance. 

“Of course it may all turn out all right.” 
he said. “lt may be that my son has gone 
off visiting or that he has got on a spree, 
which is not like him, but I can’t help but 
think that something is wrung. 

‘Do you know,” he continued, “that when 
my other son committed suicide, for a week 
before I could not sleep. I felt that some- 
. thing was going to happen to him, and I 
could not sleep at night.” 

‘IT have had the same experience for the 
last ten days. Last week I just felt that 
something was going to happen, and I have 
not had a wink of sleep for two nights. I 
believe my son has been murdered. I 
know that he has, and the only thing we 
can do now is to find him.” 

An All Night Search, 

When the full facts of the case became 
known, Captain Wright ordered out all the 
detective force. The town was scoured. 
Every patrolman was notified. Squads of 
detectives took different sections of the 
city. Friends of Crowley had heard of the 
affair and joined in the search. One of the 
detectives learned from Lula Jones, the 
cook in West End, that she had seen a 
buggy pass with two men and come back 
with only one. It was late when the in- 
formation came, and it was decided to wait 
until morning to look after the clue. All 
night the officers worked and every place 
in the city where it was possible for the 
missing man to be was covered, Nothing 
could be learned. 

The Father’s Search for His Son. 

At daylight Detective Ed Cason, with Mr 
Seaborn Crowley took a buggy and went 
out to look into the clue from West End. 

Driving on the Wesview road they no- 
ticed fresh buggy tracks turning out into 
an old field. They followed and the tracks 
led into the road going into the park. 
There were no other tracks around and it 
could be seen that a buggy had entered 
and come ouf. Carefully following the road, 
they came to the dry lake. The tracks 
they. were following crossed the dam and 
made over in the old sedge field. 

Here beside a small tree they could see 
where a horse had been hitched. Both men 
got out and began to look around. From 
the buggy fresh tracks led off. 

His Son's Ghastly Corpse. 

They followed, Suddenly the father saw 
what made him throw up his hands in hor- 
ror. There, stretched out upon the ensan- 
guined grass, was the mutilated corpse of 
his handsome son. Both men were rooted to 
their tracks, and for the instant neither 
spoke. 

“My God! They’ve murdered my poor 
boy!’ The sorrowing father fell upon his 
knees and lifted the matted head ten- 
derly. 

The young man had been horribly beaten. 
Over each temple the skull had been 
crushed and just over the forehead a ter- 
rible blow had dented in the head. In the 
back of the neck between the large muscles 
@ pistol ball had entered and made its 
fatal way to the brain. 

The ground about gave evidence of a hor- 
rible struggle.

BUT WILL-GET THE FIFTH INFANTRY 


Colonel N, W. Osborne Will Be in Com- 
mand—Major Ramsay to Bein Charge 
at New Orleans. 


Atlanta is to lose the Third artillery and 
gain the Fifth regiment of infantry. 

Within the next three weeks the straight- 
limbed, square-shouldered, blue-coated fel- 
lows who have so handsomely illustrated 
Uncle Sam’s military service at Fort Me- 
Pherson will take their departure for other 
scenes, and in their stead will come just 
twice as many soldiers—the Fifth regiment 
of infantry. 

While Atlanta loses the splendid Third 
artillery, of whose excellent officers the 
people of the city have grown to be ex- 
ceedingly proud, we gain one of the finest 
divisions of the army, the pick and flower 
of the infantry service. 

Orders came from the war department to 
Colonel L. L. Livingston, commander at 
Fort McPherson, making the change, It 
means nothing more than that the time 
for the periodical change in the location 
of the various divisions of the army has 
arrived. 

The change, of course, brings many im- 
portant changes in the personnel of the 
officers to be stationed here, as well as in 
the location of the officers who are to 
leave.

Charley Jones . Arrested. . 

Charles Jones, who is well known in At- 
lanta and who is a son of Dr. Jpnes, the 
minister, was arrested yesterday, charged 
with being an accomplice. While Jones nas 
a@ recerd of court trials and. convictions 
that is not enviable, no one has ever 
thougat of him in connection with a mur- 
ger. 

But Jones’s statement, which he reiter- 
ated, conflicts with that of Patrolman 
Thompson, who says that he saw Jones in 
West End between 8:30 o'clock and 9:30 
o'clock Tuesday morning, while Mr. B. H. 
Dunn, in whose office Jones claimed to have 
been between the hours of 9 and 10.30 
o'clock Tuesday morning, will only say 
that Jones was there about 9 o'clock and 
might have been there later on. With these 
statements it is difficult to say how matiers 
stand in regurd to Jones. He is directly 
an conflict with Patrolman Thompson. His 
friends, however, declare that he could not 
be guilty of such a thing. 

Interviewed in His Cell. 

What would appear in. almost any one 
else as a flush of guilt or indignation, in 
Jones's face was simply a natural redness. 
When asked if he would talk he said: 

“Come in; do you want to see me, I'm 
still locked up, you see, and haven't been 
given a chance to prove my imnocence. ‘ 

“Where were you between 9 and 10:30 
o'clock on Tuesday morning?’ was asked. 

“Tl was in the office of Keiley & Duhn, 
and I can tell you where 1 was all during 
the day. I've got a list here,” he contin- 
wed, exhibiting some cards upon which he 
had been writing. “I want you to get this 
thing down straight. 

“I was at the coal yard of Keiley & 
Dunn’s between 9 and 10:30 o'clock and left 
there at 10:30 o'clock to go to the office. 1 
ean prove this. by Mr. B. H. UVunan, who 
was in the office. I think he'll remember 
that during the morning a an at 37 
Merritts aveuue talked to him. Mr. Keiley 
was sick and Mr. Dunn told me he wanted 
to go to dinner at 12:30 o’clock. 

“I went. to the oflice, which is on the 
corner of Marietta and Forsyth streets. I 
was just going in the office, when my 
father, who was on the car, called me as it 
wus passing. I got on the car at the cor- 
ner of Marietta and Forsyth streets and 
rode out to Beutell’s. When I got off 
Henry Marks asked me why my father 
shook ‘hands and told me goodby.

“I got to my boarding house at 12 o'clock 
and asked if 1 could get something to eat. 
They told me that I could in a few minutes 
and I went back to the office so Mr. Dunn 
could go to dinner. 

“He returned at 1:30 o’clock and I got in 
his trap with C. B. Drake and drove out 
Peachtree to 226 Pine street and then to 
the coal yard. I then calied on Mm Kei- 
ley, and then went to Captain Keiley’s 
work and met him. I got nis buggy and 
drove out Whitehall street: and then into 
Cooper and went to the Glenn street elec- 
tric plant.

“TJ will state,’’ said Mr. Dunn, “that 
Charles Jones was in. my office about 9 
o’cleck Tuesday morning, and probably 
later. As to the exact hour I cannot 
state.’’ 

Patrolman Thompson’s Statement. 

Patrolman Thompson was very positive 
that he saw Charles Jones in West End, on 
Gordon avenue, about 8 or 9 o'clock coming 
from the direction of Westview cemetery, 
which- is on the same road with Westwood 
park. 

“Tl saw Jones,’’ said the patrolman, “but 
didn’t speak to him. It was on Gordon ave- 
nue and was about 8 or9o’clock. I am 
willing to swear it.was Jones.” 

Young Myers’s Father Detained. 

Yesterday morning the father of Myers, 
Benjamin P. Myers, the owner of the Par- 
lor barber shop on Broad street, was tak- 
en to police headquarters and kept for 
some time. It was not supposed by the 
officers that he had any immediate connec- 
tion with the cas¢, but it was in order that 
some information and a picture of Myers 


“might be obtained. This done, he was re- 


leased. 

Mr. Myers was at one time a Pinkerton 
detective. This was during his residence 
in Cincinnati. He was the owner of a 
laundry on Peachtree street for some time, 
and sold out to go into the barber shop 
ownership business. He is a man of much 
reserve and is not at all demonstrative. 
He stated upon several occasions yesterday 
that he thought it looked bad for Will. Mr. 
Crowely stated that Mr. Myers tojd him on 
Mcnday night that he wanted to buy some 
mules, but that on yesterday morning he 
denied having made‘this statemént. Sever- 
al efforts were made to see Mr. Myers last 
night, but he did not return to his barber 
shop after 6 o'clock. and his manager was 
of the opinion that Mr. Myers would not be 
at home at all. This, he reconsidered, how- 
ever, and thought that Mr. Myers would be 
at home very late at. night. 

About Young Myers's Life. 

Until his strange disappeurance, and un- 
der the peculiar circumstances surrounding 
it. there has never been the slightest shad- 
ow resting upon young Myers. He #ent 
to Gordon school on Edgewood avenue 
when a boy somewhat younger, end was 
liked for his pleasant manners. He was of 
a roving disposition, however and frequent- 
ly toid his playmates about a runaway trip 
he had taken to Cincinnati; and thus gained 
the proud title of “Cincinnati Bill.’”’ This 
was when he was much younger than he is 
now. 

Since he has been a young man he has al- 
ways moved in the best circies, and was 
never lacking in friends. As a member of 
the Gate City Guard he was poputar, and 
on the New York trip several years ago 
made one of the most model nrembers. He 
has done nothitig that would cause him to 
be ostracised from society, unless it be that 
he did the deed that is placed at his door. 
Many of his friends would never have be- 
lieved that he could be guilty of such a 
thing, and but for his. tell-tale departure 
would have stood by him, strong in the be- 
lief that he was ‘innocent.

Grandfather Myers Interviewed. 

The father of Mr. B. P. Myers, who is 
_young Myers’s grandfather, lives out near 
Westwood park, just outside of West End. 
| le lives in a pretty little vine-clad cottage 
with his wife, and is a man not a day less 
than sixty-five, though still hale and hearty. 

It was told him that some one said that 
he had seen his grandson driving out to- 
ward Westwood park with a young man, 
and that later he had seen him come back 
alone, 

“I did see Willie going out Whitehall 
street, when I was going into town There 
‘was some one in the buggy. He was about 
Willie’s height and squa-re-shouldered and 
wore dark clothes. . 

“Will was at my house Saturday night 
and Sunday and left Monday. I don’t know 
anything about the affair. I haven’t seen 
him since.”’ 

Young Myers’s Grandmother Talks. 

While Mr. Myers was talking his wife 
came .to the door and said: 

“Willie was always a good boy. He came 
out to see us nearly every Saturday night. 
He was out here here last Saturday and he 
stayed until after dinner on Monday.” 

“DS vou know what time that was?’ she 
was asked. 

“it must have been 2 o’clock,’’ was the re- 
‘ply, for I remember I told Willie that I 
kad some apples and would make him some 
dumplings. He walked to the West End 
stores with his grandfather. I didn’t see 
him come by here going either way. I didn’t 
see him at all. He hasn't been back since 
he left on Monday.” 

It was with tears in their eyes that the 
old couple spoke of their grandson, for to 
them he has always been good and dutiful, 
and that even suspicion could fall upen him 
had never entered their minds. Even now 
they believe that there is a mistake some- 
where—a mistake that will be straighten- 
ed out when Will Myers returns. 

Crowley Had a Watch. 

Crowley's father did not know whether 
his son was wearing a watch or a diamond 
ring, but Mr. R. G. Broadwell, of Roswell, 
wus able to supply this testimony. 

“He had a watch—a gold-filled open face 
watch.’’ said Mr. Broadwell. “tlie also 
wore a diamond ring, which was not on 
him when his body was found. They 
snatched it from his finger.’’ 

What Crowley's Father Says. 

Speaking of the killing of Forrest Crow- 
ley and Myers’s connection with it, Mr. 
Seaborn Crowley had this to say: 

“It’s hard to believe that young Myers 
would have done such a thing. He met my 
son at some frolic and they became friends. 
He came to Roswell Monday and drove out 
to my house in one of my hacks. He said 
he wanted to buy some mules and looked at 
four I had. I’ve told all about that and 
coming to Atlanta. I helieve that Jones is 
mixed up in it. He came to Roswell once 
and was arrested for carrying concealed 
weapons. He’s got a bad record, too, in 
horse trades. I saw Myers twice by him- 
self and then about 2 o’clock saw him 
get in a hack and drive to the depot, where 
I lost sight of him. And afterwards, why,” 
and tears filled the father’s eyes, “you 
Know the rest—all of it.’’ 

It has developéd that Myers telephoned 
from the Aragon hotel for the hack. 

Mr. H. Heath, of Roswell. 

“They just tolled him to his death,” gaid 
Mré Heath, emphatically, “and then tried 
to rob him, but didn’t get all. There was 
about $120 in the inside of a little note 
book and they left $14 in silver in his pants 
pockets. It was clearly a case of murder 
for money. Myers’s father said that his 
Son only had 316, and then gsaid that he 
had $20. And the grandfather of young 
Myers said he saw him going towards 
Westwood park Tuesday morning and that 
there was ‘a square-shouldered man about 
Wiillie’s height in the buggy with him.’ 
I think Myers did it, and I don’t know who 
helped him.” 


Detective Cason. Talks. ba 

“It is an experience that I do not care 
to go through with again,” said Detective 
Cason. “I can’t tell you how it felt to 
See that poor father as he came upon the 
murdered corpse of his son. [t was dread- 
ful and a more harrowing thing I never 
witnessed. 

“Yes, Crowley had some money in his 
pockets when we found him. In his pants 
pockets there was abort $8 in silver and 
he had in a little book on the outside of 
his vest $118 in bills. In the burry and ex- 
citement the murderers missed this. I sup- 
pcse that they did not care for the silver. 
It was too heavy. 

“It is my opinien that the fugitive will 
be caught in a few days. He has the start, 
of course, but everything is being done to 
get him, and I think that it will be suc- 
cessful.” 

Theories That Are Advanced. 

Many theories are advanced. By. those 
that visited the scene it is thought there 
were at least three men. One theory is that 
Myers had arranged with two men whom 
he could trust to hold up both himself and 
Crowley, knock Crowley senseless if nec- 
essary and then -take his money. This 
theory does not entertain the thought of 
murder. In keeping with this it is necessa- 
ry to assume that Crowley fought so fierce- 
ly that Myers was drawn into the affair 
and a killing became necessary. 

Another theory is that Myers shot Crowley 
and then beat him to make sure of his 
death. He might have been shot while in 
the act of lighting a cigarette, as one was 
found near by, or it is possible that Myers 
petended to be impatient about the com- 
ing of the men he expected to meet and 
asked Cowley to look about and see if 
iney were in sight. Crowley would thus be- 
come an easy victim. 

Stil another theory is that Crowley was 
attacked by Myers and one or two others 
and shot and robbed. 


BEGUN AND THEN POSTPONED. 
The Coroner's Inquest Goes Over Until 
Friday—Hunting for Myers. 

The coroner's jury assembled at 11 o’clock 
and made an examination of the remains. 
During the mcrning only two witnesses 
were examined, and most of the time was 
occupied in taking the testimony of the

HE ADMITTED THAT HE WAS THE MAN 


A Telegram Sent to the English Commi:- 
tee—Governor Northen Offers $200 
Beward for Each of the Lynchers. 


% 


Valdosta sent a message to the commit- 
tee of English investigators vesterday, and 
Governor Northen sent several telegrams 


. to Valdosta. 


Dan Goosby was lynched at that place 
early yesterday morning. Somebody there 
wired the Englishmen in New York, telling 
them of the évent and inviting an investi- 
gation of the lynching and its cause, and 
Governor Northen wired officials in Valdos- 
ta, urging them to use every endeavor to 
capture the lynchers and offering $200 re- 
ward for the arrest of each person impli- 
cated, 

The governor is determined to run the 
lynchérs to earth if such a thing is possi- 
ble. He used every means in his power to 
prevent the affair occurring, and will use 
the whole machinery of the state to bring 
the lynchers to trial. 

Who they are nobody seems to know. The 
people of Valdosta claim that they came 
from Thomasville and Thomas county; and 
they claim that the authorities did every- 
thing they could to prevent the lynching. 

Late Thursday night, Governor Northen 
had information that led him to beliewe 
there was a probability of the negro being 
taken from the jail and disposed of, so he 
telegraphed Colonel Varnadoe, of the 
Fourth Georgia regiment, ordering him to 
support the civil authorities with the mili- 
tary. Unfortunately the telegram did not 
reach the colonel until after the affair. 

The Story from Valdosta. 

Valdosta, Ga., September 19.—(Special. )— 
Dave Goosby, the negro who outraged and 
murdered Little Susie Butler, in Thomas 
county Saturday, was lynched here last 
night by unknown parties. 

It is generally undérstood that the lynch- 
ers Came in at 11 o’chock from Thomasville 
and Boston, and that they returned there 
on the 2 o’clock train. It was whispered 
around as early as Sunday that something 
of the kind was going to happen, and some 
of the most prominent men of the city were 
on the streets in an effort to cry down such 
an intention. Every one agreed that 
the crime the negro had commit- 
ted deserved summary punishment, but 
2g ha citizens felt that the people

Shortly after midnight the. mob gathered 
and went to the county jail. They broke 
open Booker’s blacksmith shop and secured 
sledge hammers, with Which the door was 
broken in. The cage door was opened by 
battering the locks to pieces. 

They had no trouble in getting Goosby, as 
he stepped out lightly and admitted that 
he was the one they wanted. 

Residents in the neighborhood heard the 
members of the mob talking, but could 


) recognize none of the voices. The negro 


was carried out to the north end of Ashley 
street and hanged in three hundred yayis 
of the courthouse. His body was then 
riddled with bullets. 

A steady stream of people have visited 
the scene today. 

Colonel Varnadoe, of the Fourth Georgia 
regiment, received a telegram from Gover- 
nor Northen this moring, ordering him to 
protect the negro. Colonel Varnadoe stated 
this morning that he wauld have exhausted 
every resource if, the telegram had reached 
him last night. 

The people here only regret that the 
lynching was not done in Thomas county 
instead of here. The negro’s body was cut 
down this evening and placed in the potter's 
field. 

A telegram was sent to the English com- 
mittee, urging them to come and investigate 
the facts about the crime and its punish- 
ment. 


Tried to Save Him. 

The efforts of the authorities to save 
Goosby from being lynched have been told 
in The Constitution. 

Immediately after he was caught sand 
fully identified by the victim of his horrible 
crime, Sheriff Doss spirited the negro away. 
He was taken to Mitchell county, and then 
on to Albany. 

Fearing troutte there, Judge Hansell 
had him removed to Valdosta, where it 
was thought he would be safe. The judge 
also ordered a special term of court: to be 
held October Ist for the trial of the negro’s 
case. 

Late Tuesday night, the authorities at 
Valdosta got wind of an attempt to cap- 
ture the negro, and wired the governor, 
asking for the militia. The goverhor at 
once telegraphed. the mayor to call out 
the militia, and at the same time telegraph- 
ed Colonel Varnadoe. For some reason, not 
yet explained, these telegrams did not 
reach the men for whom they were intend- 
ed until yesterday morning. 

The Rewards Offered. 

As soon as the governor heard of the 
lynching he issued a proclamation offering 
a reward of $200 for each person implicated 
in_the lynching.

NO HEAVY DAMAGE REPORTED. 


— 


The Cotton Crop Has Not Been Se- 
riously Injured by the Rain. 


The damage caused by the heavy rain 
storm last Monday evening is not by any 
means as great as it was first supposed. 

“I have heard of only a few complaints,” 
said Mr. G. A. Nicholson, of the big cotton 
house of Maddox & Rucker, “and I should 
Say that no very great amount of injury 
has been sustainéd by the cotton crop in 
this section. The thardest part of the rain 
must have fallen here in Atlanta. Farmers 
from Villa Rica and Flovilla, in that neigh- 
borhood, report that only small showers 
of rain have fallen on their crops. There 
was a heavy rainfall, I am told, at Smyrna 
and other points on the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, and I believe the storm 
was general throughout the northern part 
of the state; but no serious amount of 
damage, so far as I can learn, has been 
Sustained even in those localities in which 
the greatest amount of rain fell.’’ 

At the weather bureau yesterday after- 
noon there were no reports received show- 
ing any great amount of damage to the 
crops in this section. The merchants and 
business men will no doubt feel relieved by 
this statement as damage to the crops 
would delay and, in many cases, defeat the 
collection of their accounts which have 
long been outstanding.

NEW YORK, September 19.—The trading 
element at the stock exchange experienced 
a change of sentiment today and a majority 
of the big traders were working for 4 re- 
covery. An idea seemed to prevail that 
the movement against Sugar and Distillers 
had been carried too far, and that a rally 
was overdue. Those operating for higher 
prices had the assistance of London, the 
{creigners having purchased fairly large 
amcunts of St. Paul and Louisville and 
Nashville, consequently they had very little 
trouble in bringing about a rise of 4@l- 
per cent in the Grangers, Louisville and 
Nashville, New England and Reading. 
Louisville and Nashville was strengthened 
by its favorable statement for the first two 
weeks of the current month, and che Gran- 
g¢rs on intimations that Rock Island will 
declare its regular dividend this week. If 
the Rock Island directors should happen to 
order the payment of the’ usual 1 per cent 
dividend for the quarter, will rob the 
‘pears of about the last of their arguments 
against the Granger group. In the Indus- 
trials, Sugar opened 1 per cent higher at 
97, fell to 95% and rose to 96%@97. The feel- 
ing on this stock is more bullish for the 
moment, but the trading continued entirely 
professional.

I would infer from this that 
the strikers have given up all hopes for an 
early settlement of the strike. 


The Manchester Market. 


Manchester, England, September 19.—The 
Guardian, in its commercial article, says: 
The principal topic of interest now is the 
drooping cotton market and the question 
whether or not cloths will decline corre- 
spondingly. The prevailing opinion is that 
in view of the scantiness of margins the 
declines will be less. The demand at last 
week’s rates has dwindied and there are 
very small offerings for new business at 
lower rates, many buyers holding off from 
important transactions and waiting and 
watching the turn of events. Cloth is gen- 
erally steaay, though offers slightly below 
last week’s full rates are accepted. India 
and China staples are steady, but less regu- 
lar. Good printing and finishing cloths are 
firm; the lower reeds are sometimes pressed 
for sale. Satins and colored woven goods 
are neglected. Heavy goods are firm. 
Yarns are weak with a scanty business.
